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Animal  Damage  Control 

Predatory  animals  (such  as  coyotes  and  large  cats) 
are  recognized,  along  with  rodents,  as  important 
components  of  the  natural  ecosystem  However, 
these  animals  can  cause  significant  damage  prob- 
lems. Animal  damage  control  (ADC)  is  a wildlife 
management  activity  directed  to  individual  animals 
or  a local  population  to  minimize  the  adverse 
effects  of  predation. 


The  Rancher’s  Role 

Ranchers  with  grazing  permits  or  leases  on  public 
lands  where  it  is  determined  that  control  is  needed 
must  verify  predator  losses  or  rodent  damage  and 
report  the  details  of  the  problem  to  the  U S Fish  & 
Wildlife  Service  (FWS)  or  to  the  county  Predator 
Animal  Board  (PAB).  The  individual  ranchers  and  the 
Predator  Animal  Board  can  then  request  the  Fish  & 
Wildlife  Service  to  evaluate  the  problem  and  initiate 
an  Animal  Damage  Control  program  in  the  area. 

The  Government’s  Role 

Control  will  be  accomplished  when  necessary  on 
the  depredating  animal  or  on  local  populations 
causing  damages — not  the  species  as  a whole. 
Animal  Damage  Control  will  be  planned  and  carried 
out  in  a systematic  manner  Strict  measures  will  be 
taken  to  protect  public  health  and  safety,  domestic 
animals,  endangered  or  threatened  wildlife  and  non- 
target species. 

Control  programs  will  be  conducted  to  relieve  dam- 
age or  harrassment  problems  where  they  are  known 
to  exist. 

Chemical  toxicants,  including  pesticides  for  rodent 
control  and  sodium  cyanide  for  predator  control, 
will  be  authorized  only  when  the  control  work  can- 
not be  achieved  by  non-chemical  methods

The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM),  as  ad- 
ministrator of  public  lands,  will: 

* Participate  in  the  evaluation  of  the  need  for 
animal  damage  control  (ADC)  for  the  protection 
of  BLM  resources,  and  ensure  that  control  is 
consistent  with  multiple-use  land  management 
plans  and  objectives; 

* Ensure  that  public,  endangered  and  threatened 
wildlife  and  other  resourve  values  are  protected; 

* Ensure  delineation  of  human  safety  zones  and 
similar  areas  where  ADC  activities  will  be  re- 
stricted or  not  allowed, 

* Determine  whether  ADC  will  be  authorized  on 
public  lands. 

The  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  (FWS)  will: 

* Review  and  evaluate  the  requests  for  control 
and  base  the  ADC  program  on  livestock  depre- 
dation problems.  The  FWS  will  ensure  that  the 
ADC  program  will  be  compatible  with  existing 
policies  and  all  appropriate  laws  and  regula- 
tions; 

* Provide  technical  expertise  for  overall  program 
development  and  coordination  with  the  Wyo- 
ming Game  and  Fish  Department  and  others 
as  necessary; 

* Be  the  only  agency  authorized  to  conduct 
actual  ADC  on  public  lands  administered  by 
BLM  as  provided  for  by  local  agreement. 

The  BLM  and  the  FWS  will  meet  jointly  with  the 
county  Predator  Animal  Boards  to  discuss  and  re- 
quest input  to  the  annual  ADC  plan  related  to  spe- 
cific problems  with  the  Board's  area  of  concern 

Interagency  Cooperation  (BLM  and  FWS): 

Authorization  of  animal  damage  control  (ADC)  will 
be  based  upon  livestock  operator  requests,  type 
and  extent  of  depredation,  evaluation  of  the  reliabil- 
ity of  data,  as  well  as  need  and  justification  for 
control 

The  BLM  and  FWS  will  jointly  develop  the  plan  to  in- 
clude at  least  four  control  categories: 

* No  control  areas  based  upon  public  safety 
requirements  and  endangered  and  threatened 
species. 

* Restricted  control  areas  based  upon  seasonal 
uses  such  as  crucial  wintering  habitats  and 
recreation  uses  such  as  hunting  with  the  use 
of  dogs. 

* Active  control  areas  where  authorized  control 
activities  will  be  permitted. 

* Emergency  control  may  be  authorized  when 
requested  and  justified  on  a case-by-case  basis 
in  no  control  and  restricted  control  areas. 


Each  proposal  for  use  of  non-target  chemicals  (such 
as  M-44  devices)  will  be  carefully  reviewed  and  pro- 
cedures will  be  taken  to  ensure  protection  of  threat- 
ened or  endangered  wildlife,  human  safety  and  the 
safety  of  domestic  animals.  Use  of  these  devices 
will  occur  only  after  full  coordination  between  the 
livestock  operator,  BLM  District  Manager,  FWS  and 
the  Wyoming  Game  and  Fish  Department.  All  EPA 
requirements  will  be  met. 

The  BLM  District  Managers  can  authorize  use  of  M- 
44's  on  public  lands  in  special  cases  such  as  re- 
search projects.  These  devices  will  only  be  used  by 
trained  and  certified  government  applicators  — 
ployed  by  FWS.
